inis subject we have fully explained 
that the human body is merely a 
mechanism for converting the energy 
potential in food. water and air into 


energy manifested as heat and muscu- 


lat activity. We have also taken up 
at some length the conditions by the 
observance of which the maximum 
amount of energy may be realized from 
‘food and water and air. 

‘There remains, however, an important 
phase of the subject upon which we 
have not touc . We have spoken 
of the sources of vitality and discussed 
how to get the most out of them. It 
remains for us to consider the deplet- 
ents of vitality—-those activities using 
up vitality—what they are and how 
they may be so regulated as to realize 
‘the least possible outlay. 

DEPLETENTS OF VITALITY. 

Influences which tend to deplete vi-

—abnorma!l and normal, unnecessary 
and legitimate.

Clinched fingers, drawn brows, folded 
arms and a fixed and contracted chest 
are prominent symptoms. Motor 
hyperinnervation is marked by useless 
and purposeless muscular movements. 
Twirling the thumbs, drumming with 
the fingers, “jiggling” the feet, general 
restlessness those are common evi- 
dences of this form of the disorder. A 
very little observation will indicate to 
any person how common this disorder 
is; but few besides the phystologist 
will. realize the great outlay of energy 
involved in those acta, 

The causes of hyperinnervation are 
several. First and foremost, . 
uncontrolied mental states, fear, worry, 
repression. Gastric or 
tation are also common causes. 

The evil results are numerous and 
important. First, interference with all 
the vital functions and vent loss

Let us take for example a very com- 
mon phenomenon among men and 
women of the average type—anger. In 

the breath is held or is taken in 
quick, forcible gasps. The heart beats 
very rapidly, or sometimes with thick, 
labored beats somewhat less rapid. 
There is general muscular tension and, 
usually, flu@hing of the surface (vas- 
cular distension.) The pallor is the 
concomitant of the slow, labored heart 
beat, the flushing of the lighter rapid 
heart action. The sudden flushing 
means a withdrawal of the blood from 
the internal organs to the blood tubes, 
the veins and arteries. . 
“RACING” OF THE HEART. ~ 

Any one who has been on an ocean 
liner knows what happens when, 
through pitching of the boat, her stern 
lifted out of the water, and the 
propeller ‘traces’ for a few seconds. 
Few, perhaps, know that this racing“ 
was for many years, and in spite of all 
mechanical ingenyity, still is, a grave 
danger to the engines. Many serious 
accidents to the engines have resulted 
from it. Now this sudden withdrawal 
of the blood from the heart and other 
central organs to the blood tubes 
causes 4he heart to race,“ giving us 
the quick, light beat accompanying the 
Hush of anger, annoyance or embar- 
rassment. And this racing of the heart 
is the more destructive to the body 
because the body is infinitely more 
complex and delicate than all the steam 
engines of the world combined into one 
great mechanism. 

The point is that in anger this gen- 
eral disturbance of the blood stream. 
the heart action, the breathing and 
the muscular activities (to say noth- 
ing of certain effects upon the secretory 
organs which cannot be here discussed) 
—this general disturbance depletes the 
vitality in two ways: First, by inter- 
fering with the rhythmical action of 
the energy-making organs. Second. 
by the heavy demand upon the vitality 
to correct the disturbance and reéstab-— 
lish physiologic rhythm. 

What has been sald of anger is true 
of all emotional disturbances. All are 
heavy depletents of vitality. The great 
man is always calm. It is true that 
he is calm because he is great, but it is 
also true that he is great and wise and 
long-lived because he is calm—because 
calmness conduces to increase of vital- 
ity and because vitality ia the force be- 
hind all human achievement, 
mental and spiritual. 

The man who would increase his vi- 
tality should beware of all emotional 
excitement. Every sigh, trembling, 
flushing, paling are all depletents of 
vitality—depletents which involve no 


WASTEFUL “PLEASURE.” 

No less depleting to the vitality are 
many forms ef what is called “pleas: 
ure.“ or ofttimes, with fine, innocent 
irony, recreation.“ Gambling is a most 
striking example of this. Here the in- 
tensification of interest where perhaps 
wealth and power or ruin and disgrace 
are in the issue—even where the stake 
is trifling—the physiologic disturbance 
is profound and destructive. Dancing. 
dinners, theater going, society—any of 
these may be so followed as to be de- 
pleting to the vital forces. On the 


be distinctly beneficial. Drug stimu- 
lation means nothing more or less than 
poisoning. The effort of the vital or- 
gans to antidote or to throw off these 
poisons and their paralyzing effects 
upon the nerves produce the effect for 
the sake of which they are taken. The 
general uprising of the systemic activi- 
tles to expel the intruding irritant 
poison produces the temporary impres- 
sion of increased force. But the force 
is merely called out—it is not produced. 
The deadly reaction must follow as 
long as there is left any reserve of 
nervous vitality. When that reserve is 


Now it is quite possible to so train 
the body and mind as to be practically 
free from the destructive habit of hy- 
perinnervation. It is quite possible to 
achieve a degree of mental poise and 
calmness. This latter will of course 
be limited in accordance with the tem- 
perament, habits and resolution of the 
individual. It is of course perfectly 
practicable to abstain mom drug stimu- 
lation. In cases under the observation 
of the writer where this has been at- 
tempted by rational methods there has 
been an almost incredible increase in 
mental energy and acuteness and in 
— mental and physical power. All 

t simply through controlling three 
bad habite—hyperinnervation, emo- 
tional excitement and drug taking. 

So much for the abnormal acts which 
Meplete vitality. Then we have also the 
normal acts which deplete vitality. 

NORMAL DEPLETENTS. 

Foremost among those come the vital 
activities—the various intricate pro- 
cesses by which the life of the body 
is maintained. The amount of energy 
expended by the body in these acts is 
about 1200 foot tons—that is, equivalent 
to the day's work of a gang of twelve 
men at hard labor. Now all of these 
activities not only use up but make 
energy, and by a knowledge of the 
workings of the body we can so econo- 
mize the expenditure and increase the 
income as to increase the vital en- 
ergy to a surprising extent. 

e have seen that by proper food 
one can enormously economize the 
vital outlay incidental to digestion and 
excreting food matters as well as pro- 
tect the body against being poisoned 
by retained waste. It is only neces- 
sary to add here that by free water 
drinking, proper exercise, full breath- 
ing and correct attitudes of mind and 
body the other vital functions, such 
= 

n. uction, mentation, etc., 
can with such an econ- 
omy of the vital force as frequently 
to regenerate the entire organism. 

As regards exercise we would state 
that all muscular action, labor, ex- 
ercise or play is in the physiologic 
sense work that is depletent of vital- 
ity. Certain kinds of exercise or play, 
however, actually produce more vital. 
ity — — — up. Other kinds of 
muscular activity use up much energy 
and produce little. This matter has 
been treated more fully in the writer's 
articles on physical development, which 
have lately appeared in this column. 

DOING WORK EASILY. 

Then comes work—the chosen ac- 
tivity of the individual. It-ie—te. ace 
eomplish this work more easily and 
more efficiently that increased vitality 
is usually desired. Here even more, 
perhaps, than in other activities may 
the principles of calmness and of nerv- 
bus economy 
study and practice of 
proper exercises (see former articles 
on that subject in this column) the 
body may be trained to move 80 easily 
and economicall} that physical fatigue 
becomes practically unknown. Fatigue 
is the result not so much of the move- 
ments executed as of the waste of force 
in making the movements. Any adult 
who has ever romped with a child 
must have noticed the

adult who has lost the delicacy 
of muscular sense so Characteristic of 
the child and of the normal adult 
makes hig motions heavily, using up 
for each motion from four to twenty 
times the force required. there any 
wonder that the child can outdo the 
adult in endurance? 

One can and should learn to work 
easily and without strain. It is safe 
to say that the work that must be 
strained at hail better be left undone. 
For not the work but the human be- 
ing, is the main thing. One whose

it pleasure. difference is not in 
the work, but in the mental attitude 
of the worker. 

So work should be done in the spirit 
and with the physical, muscular meth- 
ods of the child at play.
